REMARKS 

Claims 1-19 are now pending in the case. Applicants have amended claims 1, 16. 18 and 19 to 
include a limitation regarding the pH of the composition. Support for this amendment is found, at least, 
on page 10, lines 25-29 of Applicants' specification.
